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On  getting  back  to  this  country  after  an  absence  during 
which  I  was  elected  to  the  post  of  Class  Secretary,  I  found  my 
first  job  was  to  get  the  class  lists  into  a  condition  where  I  could 
report  "All  present  or  accounted  for."  In  the  "regular"  or 
A.  B.  list  there  were  some  forty  men  given  in  the  last  report  as 
"not  heard  from,"  etc.  In  the  "temporary  "  and  "special"  lists, 
something  over  one  hundred,  or  more  than  half,  were  nothing 
but  names  there.  Many  were  practically  lost,  given  in  the 
address-list  with  merely  their  old  college  address  at  Cambridge. 
Several,  as  it  turned  out,  were  dead.  A  large  number,  when 
traced,  disavowed  all  connection  with  '93,  being  already  affiliated 
with  some  other  class.  A  certain  group,  when  finally  brought  to 
bay,  have  remained  obstinately  mute,  refusing  to  answer  even  a 
duly  received  registered  letter,  with  a  reply  post-card  enclosed. 
It  seems  a  distinct  mistake  to  retain  such  dummies  on  the  list. 
A  few  fellows  have  successfully  eluded  every  means  of  discovery 
I  could  think  of;  but  I  am  glad  to  say  the  list  of  actually  "lost 
men  "  now  numbers  only  about  a  dozen  names.  To  reduce  it  to 
these  limits  has  taken  the  best  part  of  two  years,  and  it  now  seems 
right  to  report  to  you  how  matters  stand. 

The  following  pages  contain  the  name  of  every  man  men- 
tioned in  the  second  report,  whether  in  the  text,  the  preliminary 
lists,  or  the  final  addresses.  All  these  names  have  been  com- 
bined for  convenience  into  a  single  alphabetical  list.  Those  that 
have  heretofore  been  listed  by  error,  and  that  will  hereafter  be 
dropped,  mostly  at  their  own  request,  are  indicated  by  italics. 
Those  that  entered  the  class  in  the  autumn  of  1889  and  received 
their  A.  B.  on  Commencement,  1893 — the  "regulars" — are  in- 
dicated by  SMALL  CAPITALS.  In  all  other  cases  the  relation  to 
the  class  is  given  with  the  name.  This  method  seems  both  more 
accurate  and  more  intelligible  than  the  usual  system  of  daggers, 
index-figures,    and    other  symbols.     For  the  sake  of  security,  it 


is  my  intention  to  repeat  this  list,  corrected  and  completed  as 
far  as  possible,  in  the  next  regular  report. 

In  the  matter  of  addresses  this  list  is  to  be  regarded  more 
as  a  temporary  "handy  "  guide  than  a  permanent  official  directory. 
I  have  omitted  "home"  and  "  forwarding"  addresses  whenever 
I  could  give  a  man's  present,  or  very  recent,  whereabouts  instead. 
For  the  sake  of  completeness  and  for  social  purposes  I  have  pre- 
fixed to  the  business  address,  whenever  I  could,  the  residence. 

As  an  experiment,  I  have  added  to  the  addresses  their 
telephone  numbers,  at  least  in  the  large  cities.  Should  this 
experiment  meet  with  the  approval  of  experience,  I  shall  be  glad 
to  make  it  a  fixed  part  of  future  address-lists. 

I  have  also  attempted  to  indicate  some  of  the  occupations 
of  the  class  by  the  use  of  "  Rev.,"  "  M.  D.,"  "  Esq."  (for  lawyers), 
"  Prof."  (for  professional  teachers),  "  Ed."  (for  newspaper  men 
and  publishers),  etc. 

In  verifying  the  addresses,  etc.,  I  have  been  vastly  assisted 
by  a  number  of  obliging  classmates.  Especially  I  must  thank 
Nash  for  taking  care  of  the  New  York  City  section,  Gade  for  the 
Chicago  section,  Mullgardt  for  St.  Louis,  J.  Baldwin  for  Worcester, 
Trafford  for  Philadelphia,  Bardeen  for  Baltimore,  F.  Tovvnsend  for 
Albany,  Lincoln  for  Washington,  Freiberg  for  Cincinnati,  Gary 
for  Milwaukee,  and  Winship  for  Providence. 

Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  their  kind  and  encouraging  help 
this  list  is  full  of  errors.  No  one  realizes  the  fact  more  keenly 
than  the  Secretary.  If  you  find  a  mistake  about  yourself,  how- 
ever, just  remember,  first,  that  this  mistake  is  almost  certainly 
due  to  your  own  remissness  in  communicating  with  the  Secretary, 
and  second,  that  the  said  mistake  will  probably  continue  until 
you  can  afford  three  minutes  and  a  post-card  to  set  him  right.
